LITTLEJOHN  and  LOCKE 


A  university  and  its  facilities  are  mainly  for 
its  students.  And  such  were  the  thoughts  of  ad- 
ministrative officals  when  a  new  multi-purpose 
auditorium  and  coliseum  was  first  a  dream. 

The  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina  autho- 
rized expenditures  at  Clemson  totalling  $4  million 
for  construction  of  such  a  building. 

Many  visits  were  made  by  Clemson  officials  to 
other  campuses  looking  over  buildings  which  were 
used  for  such  activities  as  desired  here. 

Before  the  coliseum  was  built  there  was  no 
facility  on  the  campus  which  could  house  the  en- 
tire student  body  at  one  time. 

Besides  being  destined  to  be  the  home  of  the 
Clemson  basketball  team,  the  coliseum  would  also 
serve  as  the  gathering  place  for  student  dances 
and  concerts,  for  graduations,  for  conventions  and 
many  other  activities  closely  allied  with  the  uni- 
versity and  its  students. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  honored  one  of  Clemson's 
longtime  faithful  servants  by  naming  the  spacious 
facility  Littlejohn  Coliseum. 

J.  C.  Littlejohn  gave  many  years  in  many  ca- 
pacities to  Clemson,  but  he  is  most  remembered 
for  his  many  years  as  the  school's  business  mana- 
ger and  friend  of  athletics. 

The  coliseum  was  first  used  Nov.  30,  1968. 
when  the  Georgia  Tech  basketball  team  met  the 
Tigers.  The  Yellow  Jackets  also  had  the  honor 
of  playing  the  last  game  in  the  old  gym  in  Fike 
Field  House. 

Clemson  played  11  home  games  in  each  of  the 
first  two  seasons  in  Littlejohn  and  12  are  schedul- 
ed there  during  the  1970-71  campaign. 

All-American  Pete  Maravich  scored  33  points 
when  he  and  his  Louisiana  State  team  played  the 
second  game  in  the  coliseum.  With  Clemson  being 
a  member  of  the  nationally-known  Atlantic  Coast 
Conference,  many  other  All-Americans  and  highly 
ranked  team  have  already  appeared  before  local 
basketball  enthusiasts. 

Bob  Hope  kept  a  near-capacity  audience  in  stitch- 
es with  his  one  nighter  following  the  Alabama 
football  game  last  year.  Some  of  the  nation's 
top  rock  groups  have  appeared  in  Littlejohn  as 
well  as  some  of  the  top  classical  artists. 

Littlejohn  Coliseum  replaced  the  facilities  of 
the  outdated  Fike  Field  House  with  its  cramped

quarters  which  long  ago  popped  at  the  scams  from 
student  and  public  demand.  However,  most  will 
agree  there  was  nothing  like  hearing  the  band 
strike  up  with  "Tiger  Rag"  and  "Dixie"  just  when 
the  Tigers  needed  a  little  encouragement. 

This  enormous  building  is  300  feet  square,  or 
the  same  length  as  a  football  field.  The  Robert 
Muldrow  Cooper  Library,  a  good-sized  structure  in 
itself,  is  180-feet  square. 

In  planning  such  a  venture,  convenience  for 
the  fans,  players  and  press  were  taken  into  con- 
sideration. 

Every  permanent  seat  is  an  individual  chair 
of  plastic  bottom  and  back  with  wrought  iron  arm 
rests.  Every  seat  faces  the  playing  floor.  While 
the  building  does  not  rise  from  the  ground  any 
great  height,  18  of  the  rows  are  below  ground  lev- 
el and  11  are  above  the  contour. 

The  portals  are  so  constructed  where  a  person 
with  a  seat  in  the  lower  level  will  not  interfere 
with  another  going  to  the  upper  seats. 

Altogether,  there  are  nearly  10,000  permanent- 
type  scats  and  side  court  bleachers  will  be  utilized 
at  all  home  games  this  year. 


Four  scoreboards  have  been  conveniently  placed 
near  the  four  corners  eight  feet  above  the  playing 
surface  which  enables  both  players  and  fans  alike 
to  continue  to  watch  the  game  and  keep  up  with 
the  remaining  time  at  the  same  moment. 

Sparkling  dressing  facilities  are  provided  for 
four  teams  just  off  the  playing  arena  in  the  tun- 
nel area.  One  floor  below  the  main  concourse  area 
are  offices  of  head  basketball  coach  Tales  Locke 
and  his  assistants.  Bill  Clendinen,  George  Hill, 
Ray  Loucks  and  Cliff  Malpass. 

A  lounge  is  also  in  this  same  area  for  visitors 
while  press  facilities  are  located  in  a  room  off  the 
tunnel. 

The  lighted,  paved  football  parking  area  is  uti- 
lized for  the  basketball  fans,  as  well  as  off-street 
parking  adjacent  to  the  coliseum. 

Twelve  days  from  tonight  Coach  Locke  will  put 
his  first  Clemson  basketball  edition  on  the  floor 
against  Furman.  Two  nights  later  Mercer  invades 
Littlejohn  before  the  Tigers  take  two  weeks  off 
for  exams. 

Locke  and  his  staff  have  spent  many  hours 
planning  and  traveled  hundreds  of  miles  with  just 


one  thing  in  mind — to  give  Clemson  the  most  rep- 
resentative basketball  program  possible. 

The  new  basketball  coach,  who  succeeded  Bobby 
Roberts  last  March,  has  generated  enthusiasm  nev- 
er before  seen  for  the  sport.  Tip-Off  Clubs  have 
been  formed  in  Anderson,  Clemson  and  Green- 
ville. Season  tickets  have  been  stressed.  Any 
member  of  the  staff  will  drive  100  miles  to  speak 
five  minutes  about  Clemson's  basketball  future. 

Locke  said  the  day  of  his  appointment  that 
Clemson  was  five  years  behind  the  rest  of  the  con- 
ference in  its  basketball  program,  but  that  he 
hoped  to  catch  up  in  three  years. 

Talking  to  and  watching  this  33-year-old  coach 
in  his  mile-a-minute  pace  leaves  little  doubt  of 
his  intentions.  If  desire,  enthusiasm  and  intensity 
are  a  barometer,  then  success  is  bound  to  come  to 
Locke  and  his  staff  at  Clemson  just  as  it  did  at 
Army  and  Miami  (O.). 

While  hopes  might  outstrip  actualities  this  first 
season,  five  minutes  with  Locke  makes  one  con- 
scious that  there  is  a  basketball  future — and  a 
bright  one — at  Clemson.  Littlejohn  and  Locke 
will  make  it  so.

One  of  these  things  takes  place  this  afternoon,  as 
it  has  67  times  before.  There  are  new  faces  and 
there  are  new  surprises.  There  are  new  plays  and 
there  are  new  fans.  There  are  new  heartbreaks 
and  there  are  new  thrills. 

But  no  matter  how  the  worm  is  turned,  it  is 
still  one  of  the  best  known  football  rivalries  in 
America  and  it  will  always  be  this  way  as  long  as 
there  is  a  Clemson  and  there  is  a  South  Carolina. 

There  are  no  championships  at  stake  today. 
There  are  no  winning  seasons  involved  for  the 
victor.  But  there  is  a  football  game  to  be  played 
which  will  quicken  the  hearts  of  some  and  sadden 
the  hearts  of  others. 

Some  will  be  seeing  their  first  Tiger-Gamecock 
battle.  But  one.  Wallace  I.  May  of  Columbia,  will 
be  seeing  his  60th  consecutive  Clemson-South  Car- 
olina game. 

Mr.  May  saw  his  first  confrontation  between 
these  two  arch  rival  slate  institutions  when  he 
was  a  freshman  at  Clemson  in  1911,  and  Clemson 
won  that  year  by  a  27-0  count  under  the  guidance 
of  Coach  Frank  Dobson. 

People  like  Clare  Webb,  Ben  Britt  and  Shorty 
Schilletter  were  playing  for  the  Tigers  and  Luke 
Hill.  Ted  Girardeau  and  Fritz  Von  Kolnitz  were 
wearing  the  Garnet  and  Black. 

But  this  is  1970  and  very  little  resembles  the 
game  then  and  now,  execept  that  it  still  takes 
good,  crisp  blocking  and  tackling  to  win. 

During  the  past  six  days  coaches  at  both  Clem- 
son and  South  Carolina  have  watched  thousands 
of  feet  of  film— not  like  one  sits  at  home  and 
watches  a  movie — but  play-by-play,  sometimes  as 
many  as  15  or  20  times  on  just  one  play,  looking 
for  some  weakness,  some  tip  of  the  hand  that  can 
mean  six  points. 

Computer  sheets  are  studied.  What  did  they 
do  second  and  short  on  the  left  hash  mark,  what 
did  they  do  on  fourth  and  one  at  their  45,  what 
has  been  the  most  consistent  formation  and  what 
is  their  favorite  play? 

Possibly  Paul  Dietzel  couldn't  tell  you  that 
Dave  Thompson  is  Clemson's  right  guard,  but  he 
can  tell  you  Clemson's  right  guard  number  is  52. 
It's  scientific  all  the  way.

The  IPTAY  Story 


Beginning  September  a  year  ago,  and  ending 
this  past  August,  members  of  IPTAY  contributed 
more  money  into  the  Clemson  scholarship  club 
than  ever  before,  even  surpassing  the  record  set 
a  year  earlier. 

This  past  September  1st  started  the  37th  year  of 
IPTAY  and  probably  no  other  group  of  people  has 
done  more  for  collegiate  athletics  anywhere. 

Thousands  of  boys  have  received  an  education 
through  IPTAY  which  otherwise  would  not  have 
been  possible.  And  the  need  for  additional  mem- 
berships increases  each  year. 

During  the  36th  year  of  operation  the  club  has 
one  of  its  largest  memberships  on  record  with  7.034 
regular  members;  1.469  $100  Gold  Card  members, 
28  $250  members,  38  $500  members  and  18  who 
have  contributed  $1,000  to  the  club. 

IPTAY  was  started  —  and  still  functions  —  with 
one  purpose  in  mind,  that  is,  to  finance  athletic 
scholarships  at  Clemson.  Not  one  single  penny 
contributed  during  the  past  36  years  has  been  used 
for  any  other  purpose.  All  contributions  are  lax 
deductible. 

From  the  records  available,  there  were  185  peo- 
ple who  were  members  of  IPTAY  during  that  first 
year  of  1934-35.  Over  a  third  of  these  are  now  de- 
ceased, but  better  than  60  per  cent  of  those  still 
living  are  members  today  and  a  fifth  of  them  are 
Gold  Card  members. 

The  late  Dr.  Rupert  H.  (Rube)  Fike  was  the 
father  of  IPTAY.  It  was  his  idea  that  something 
should  be  done  to  support  athletics  at  Clemson. 
His  thought  was  being  churned  around  when  the 
Tigers  were  at  one  of  their  lowest  depths  of  foot- 
ball. The  team  had  won  only  seven  games,  while 
losing  17  and  tieing  five  in  three  years. 

The  beginning  of  IPTAY  was  an  adrenaline  to 
football  and  the  initial  success  experienced  was 
more  than  anticipated.  For  the  next  eight  years, 
the  football  teams  had  break  even  seasons  or  bet- 
ter. And  the  sixth  season  after  IPTAY  was  born, 
the  Tigers  went  to  their  first  bowl  game.  Five 
other  post-season  classics  were  to  come  Clemson's 
way  in  the  next  19  years. 

While  football  was  to  be  the  main  beneficiary  of 
IPTAY  funds.  Clemson's  other  athletic  teams  have 
also  benefited  from  the  program  as  evidenced  by 
the  conference  championships  won  in  other  sports, 
not  to  mention  the  numerous  All-America  and  All- 
Conference  honors  won  by  individuals. 

IPTAY  put  Clemson  athletics  on  the  map  —  to 
stay.

Clemson's  Mission  is  Larger,  More  Complex 


Clemson  University  is  located  in  the  north- 
west corner  of  South  Carolina,  but  its  educa- 
tional, research  and  public  service  programs 
extend  from  the  red  hills  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains  to  the  sandy  coast  of  the  Atlantic 
Ocean. 

Founded  as  one  of  the  nation's  land-grant 
institutions,  Clemson  opened  in  1893  with  15 
faculty  members.  44b  students,  four  buildings, 
two  barns  and  six  silos. 

Today,  Clemson  University  is  the  center  of 
s<  ientific,  technological  and  liberal  education 
in  the  state. 

Enrollment  has  grown  to  some  7,b00  young 
men  and  women  attending  main  campus  classes 
and  the  two-year  centers  in  Greenville  and 
Sumter.  This  enrollment  includes  about  1,000 
graduate  students  and  1.500coeds.  The  facul- 
ty numbers  more  than  600  and  the  main  cam- 
pus has  5S  major  buildings. 

Teaching  and  research  at  Clemson  Univer- 
sity cover  studies  as  down  to  earth  as  soil  and 
plant  analysis  and  as  far  out  as  celestial  navi- 
gation. 

Instructional  programs  are  offered  through 
40  academic  departments  under  ten  academic 
divisions:  College  of  Agriculture  and  Biologi- 
cal Sciences,  College  of  Architecture,  College 
of  Education,  College  of  Engineering,  College 
of  Forest  and  Recreation  Resources,  College  of 
Liberal  Arts,  College  of  Industrial  Management 
and  Textile  Science,  College  of  Physical  and 
Mathematical  Sciences,  School  of  Nursing  and 
the  Graduate  School. 

Pioneers  in  environmental  research,  Clem- 
son scientists  and  engineers  currently  are  in- 
vestigating a  wide  range  of  nationally-impor- 
tant projects,  from  ceramic  bone  and  teeth 
implants  to  oxygen  consumption  in  the  brain, 
from  a  disposable  glass  container  to  water  and 


air  pollution. 

The  research  and  academic  know-how  at 
Clemson  University  work  as  catalytic  agents 
to  the  entire  economy  of  South  Carolina  and 
the  nation  through  the  Agricultural  Extension 
Service,  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations, 
the  Professional  Development  Program  and 
the  Office  of  Industrial  and  Municipal  Rela- 
tions. 

In  addition  to  Clemson's  educational,  phys- 
ical  and  enrollment  growth,  another  signifi- 
cant trend  is  the  steadily  improving  quality  of 
students. 

President  Robert  C.  Edwards  proudly  reports 
that  members  of  the  1970  class  are  among  the 
best  prepared  of  any  group  ever  admitted  to 
Clemson.  As  a  result  of  this  improving  profi- 
ciency, the  percentage  of  freshmen  who  com- 
plete their  work  and  re-enroll  for  their  sopho- 
more year  continues  to  rise. 

For  the  fall  of  1970,  80  per  cent  of  the  fresh- 
men who  enrolled  in  1969  re-enrolled  for  their 
second  year.  Fewer  than  ten  per  cent  of  19b9's 
freshmen  failed  to  qualify  to  return,  the  ma- 
jority of  non-returnees  being  absent  lor  non- 
academic  or  personal  reasons. 

Clemson  University  has  accomplished  its 
mission  to  a  greater  degree  than  founder 
Thomas  Clemson  ever  dreamed,  says  Presi- 
dent Edwards. 

"Yet  the  need  for  education,  especially  sci- 
entific and  technological  education,  is  greater 
today  than  ever  before,"  he  says.  "Clemson's 
mission,  unchanged  in  essence,  is  therefore 
larger  in  magnitude  and  more  complex  in  scope 
than  ever  before. 

"True  to  the  mission  Mr.  Clemson  set  for  it, 
this  University  will  continue  to  provide  teach- 
ing, research  and  public  service  at  the  highest 
level  of  quality  its  resources  will  support."

Frank  Howard  stepped  aside  last  December  10th  as 
Clemson  head  football  coach,  thus  ending  the  longest 
tenure  in  the  nation. 

The  man  who  had  105  victories  to  his  credit  decided 
30  years  was  enough  pacing  on  the  sidelines,  so  he  drop- 
ped part  of  his  dual  role  and  kept  the  one  labeled  ath- 
letic director. 

During  his  stay  of  39  years  on  the  coaching  staff,  nine 
as  line  coach  to  Jess  Neely,  Howard  roamed  the  con- 
tinent of  North  America,  as  well  as  that  of  Europe,  and 
spread  the  good  word  on  his  life's  work — football — and 
at  the  same  time,  putting  in  a  good  word  for  Clemson. 

Howard's  victories  number  him  as  the  19th  leading 
coach  in  collegiate  football  (see  table  in  opposite  column). 
He  won  more  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  championships 
than  anyone  else  and  during  his  stay  at  Clemson.  he 
saw  52  different  coaches  come  and  go  at  the  other  ACC 
schools. 

Howard  played  in  one  post  season  bowl  game  as  an 
undergraduate  at  Alabama,  went  to  one  as  a  Clemson 
assistant  coach  and  then  carried  six  of  his  own  teams  to 
season-ending  classics. 

The  61-year-old  Howard  also  found  time  to  coach  in 
nine  post-season  all-star  games,  and  even  he  is  afraid 
to  estimate  the  number  of  coaching  clinics  he  has  lec- 
tured at. 

In  fact,  there  isn't  much  Howard  hasn't  done — except 
sit  in  the  stands  and  watch  the  Clemson  Tigers  play  a 
football  game — which  he'll  do  this  fall.

Ingram  Is  18th  Head  Coach  At  Clemson 


Cecil  Wayne  (Hootie)  Ingram,  Jr.,  became  Clemson's 
18th  head  football  coach  last  December  17th,  one  week 
after  Frank  Howard  retired  from  active  coaching. 

Ingram,  who,  like  Howard,  graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,  .started  out  in  high  school  coaching 
and  when  he  took  his  first  collegiate  assistants  hip  at 
Wake  Forest  in  1960,  set  a  goal  of  becoming  a  head 
coach  in  10  years.  Just  as  planned,  he  made  it. 

Following  one  year  with  the  Deacons,  he  toiled  and 
listened  three  years  at  Virginia  Tech,  another  three  at 
Georgia  and  a  final  trio  at  Arkansas  before  accepting 
the  Clemson  offer. 

Ingram  found,  in  his  words,  "not  many  great  football 
players,  but  more  than  our  share  of  good  ones"  at  Clem- 
son. He  made  the  best  of  20  spring  practice  days. 

Now,  with  the  first  season  to  call  their  own.  Ingram 
and  his  staff  are  anxious  to  put  their  ideas  to  work,  to 
recruit  their  first  complete  freshman  team  and  to  con- 
tinue the  Clemson  tradition  — a  solid  football  program.

When  air  was  fresh,  rivers  still  clean,  and  the  land 
not  yet  scarred  by  the  reckless  disposal  of  trash,  eco- 
nomists had  no  reason  to  concern  themselves  with 
natural  resource's.  Thev  were  plentiful  and  were  not 
bought  or  sold. 

But  environmental  pollution  has  changed  that. 

Since  these  natural  resources  have  grown  scarce, 
they  are  fair  game  for  economic,  examination  be- 
cause this  science  deals  with  the  determination  of 
doing  the  best  possible  with  the  resources  available 

Though  the  economist  is  vitally  interested  in  solv- 
ing pollution  problems,  his  chief  goal  is  selecting 
the  best  methods  of  allocating  resources  w  hit  h  have 
become  scarce  because  of  pollution 

Economics  research  concerns  itself  with  such 
questions  as:  how  clean  should  streams  be;  who 
should  bear  the  costs  related  to  pollution;  and  what 
are  the  effects  when  various  economic  methods  arc 
used  for  allocating  resources' 

Dr.  Hugh  H.  Macaulav,  Alumni  Professor  of  Eco- 
nomics at  Clemson  University,  says  most  economists 
see  the  problem  as  one  where  two  persons  or  groups 
of  persons  want  to  use  a  resource  —  in  the  case  '  >'  a 
stream,  those  upstream  and  those  downstream. 

Economists  therefore  prefer  a  system  that  would 
levy  a  fee  for  the  use  of  land,  water,  or  air  for  waste 


al 


For  example,  if  a  mill  dumps  waste  into  a  stream, 
Dr.  Macaulav  *ay*.  the  mill  should  pay  a  fee  equal 
to  the  damage  caused  by  its  wastes,  and  persons 
using  the  water  downstream  also  should  be  t  barged 
because  they  are  actually  getting  cleaner  water  and 
are  forcing  the  mill  to  pay  more  to  produce  goods 
which  people  want 


"To  the  extent  that  anyone  wants  cleaner  water, 
cleaner  air,  or  cleaner  land,"  says  Dr.  Macaulav,  "he 
really  should  pay  for  it.  This  is  not  only  just,  but  is 
economically  efficient. 

"It  all  boils  down  to  a  question  of  whether  the 
waste  you  have  to  get  rid  of  is  worth  paying  the  price 
t  harged  by  someone  who  will  take  it,"  says  the  Clem- 
son researcher. 

Dr.  Macaulay  also  suggests  two  alternative  methods 
ot  economic  control  to  help  create  a  cleaner  en- 
vironment: 

—  laws  or  regulations  which  establish  minimum 
environmental  pollution  standards  for  waste  dis- 
charge 

—  a  subsidy  system  in  which  companies  or  indi- 
vidualswould  be  paid  to  reduce  their  waste  discharge. 

Contrary  to  the  popular  outcry.  Dr.  Macaulav  says 
that  a  pollution-tree  environment  is  an  economical- 
ly impractical  goal.  "It  would  exclude  putting  re- 
sources to  their  best  use  and  the  cost  of  perfect  puri- 
ty would  In-  exorbitant,"  he  explains. 

He  says  that  rivers  and  streams,  for  example, 
should  transport  some  wastes  if  society  is  going  to 
make  the  best  and  most  efficient  use  of  its  water 
resources. 

Dr.  Macau  lay  cites  a  study  which  shows  the  na- 
tion saves  $10  or  $12  billion  a  year  by  allowing 
streams  to  assimilate  and  purify  treated  municipal 
wastes  without  any  serious  effect  to  persons  down- 
stream. 

"  I  he  real  crux  of  the  matter,"  says  Dr.  Macaulav, 
"is  that  water  is  not  plentiful  and  is  not  free.  It  will 
cost  whether  it  is  used  for  recreation  or  to  make 
textile  cloth."

Top  Photography  Facilities  ... 

Facilities  for  photographers,  including  ample  camera 
space,  dark  room  access  and  on-the-spot  pictures  of  the 
game  make  Clemson's  press  box  one  of  the  most  talked- 
about  of  any  anywhere  on  the  circuit. 

Movie  crews  filming  the  game  for  Clemson  and  the 
visiting  team  have  a  27-foot  open  section  right  in  the 
middle  of  the  second  deck  of  the  press  box  which  will 
easily  accommodate  six  movie  tripods. 

One  flight  up  is  a  35-yard  long  "front  row"  for  still 
cameras  and  those  filming  for  TV.  No  one  is  loo  far  off 
the  50-yard  line  with  the  angle  afforded  from  this  top 
deck. 

Photographers,  as  well  as  sportswriters  covering  Clem- 
son's home  games,  have  become  accustomed  to  the  third 
floor  of  the  press  box.  Behind  the  row  of  cameras  is  the 
famous  buffet  served  for  those  covering  the  game  where 
the  finest  of  food  is  enjoyed  from  the  "Top  of  the 
Valley." 

Chief  photographer  Charles  Haralson,  and  his  assist- 
ants, Tom  Shockley,  Hal  Smith  and  Bill  Osteen.  are  on 
hand  for  two  reasons:  to  shoot  game  films  for  the  ath- 
letic staff;  and  to  assist  visiting  photographers  covering 
the  game. 

Harry  Durham  and  Jim  Burns  head  up  the  Clemson 
Communications  Center  and  devote  their  time  seeing 
that  all  runs  well,  and  at  the  same  time,  always  willing 
to  lend  a  helping  hand. 

During  the  week  many  requests  for  game  action  film, 
video  taped  interviews,  stills  and  other  special  photo 
needs  are  filled  for  newspapers,  radio  and  TV  stations. 

Game  action  is  shot  during  the  first  half  of  each  home 
game  by  a  staff  photographer  and  a  set  of  pictures  (five 
or  six  prints)  is  furnished  to  any  news  media  request 
before  the  end  of  the  game. 

This  rapid  service  is  done  through  a  Folorite  machine, 
a  rapid  print  processing,  and  is  the  only  one  in  use  in 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  and  one  of  the  few  in  the 
nation  used  as  such. 

During  the  past  eight  seasons  nearly  3,300  photos  have 
been  given  free  to  the  press  by  the  process,  thanks  to 
the  closely-knit  crew  of  the  Communications  Center. 


Network  In  17th  Year  .  .  . 

The  Clemson  Football  Network  enters  its  17th  year 
in  1970  with  an  expanded  format  which  will  give  net- 
work listeners  a  better  "inside  look"  on  the  Tigers. 

The  network,  which  is  one  of  the  largest  university- 
operated  networks  in  the  nation,  averaged  57.7  stations 
a  game  last  fall.  With  the  type  enthusiasm  exhibited  in 
the  spring  toward  Clemson  football,  a  network  as  large, 
or  larger,  is  anticipated  this  fall. 

Jim  Phillips  and  Bruce  Buchanan,  both  from  the  staff 
of  WFBC  Radio  and  Television  in  Greenville,  will  again 
handle  the  play-by-play  and  color  respectively,  and 
Banks  McFadden,  former  Clemson  All-America,  will 
add  his  commentary  with  halftime  interviews.  Either 
Bill  Garrison  or  Bill  Lynn  of  the  WFBC  engineering 
staff  will  serve  as  producer-director  to  give  the  network 
the  best  possible  professional  touch. 

Added  this  year  for  the  first  time  will  be  a  pre-game 
as  well  as  a  post-game  show  by  Clemson's  new  football 
coach,  Cecil  (Hootie)  Ingram. 

The  network  will  sign  on  five  minutes  earlier  than 
usual  and  stay  on  the  air  10  minutes  following  the  wrap- 
up  period  when  Phillips  and  Ingram  will  comment  on 
what  to  expect  in  the  game,  then  just  a  few  minutes 
away;  as  well  as  presenting  quick  observations  of  the 
game  just  completed. 

Phillips,  now  sports  director  of  WFBC  Radio  and  TV, 
has  17  years  of  broadcasting  behind  him.  He  came  from 
his  native  Ohio  where  he  was  affiliated  at  various  times 
with  stations  in  Alliance,  Ashland  and  Lima.  Before 
coming  with  the  Clemson  network.  Phillips  did  the  play- 
by-play  for  the  Kent  State  University  Network. 

Buchanan  is  general  manager  of  WFBC  Radio  and  is 
well-known  in  sports  broadcasting  circles  throughout 
the  Carolinas.  He  had  done  a  variety  of  high  school 
sports  for  many  years.  He  has  been  closely  associated 
with  Clemson  athletics  for  nearly  two  decades. 

Clemson  network  listeners  can  expect  an  accurate, 
colorful  and  professional  description  of  each  game.  Phil- 
lips, Buchanan  and  McFadden  will  triple-team  micro- 
phones in  covering  every  corner  of  South  Carolina  with 
Tiger  football.
